Of the bondage of Egypt, carried them through a deſo- 
late, waſtefull, howling wilderneſſe, and that miracu- 
louſly fos.forty yeares together : 7oſbs4 gave them the 
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ion fron And firft, let us ina few words conſider it in relation 
the con- tothe former Verſe, and ſecondly,as it lies in it ſelfe.

It is likewiſe recordedof the Romane Empire, which 
for a matter of ſix or ſeven hundred yeares had been a 
dreadfull enemy to the Kingdom of the Lord ; firſt a- 
gainſt the Church of the Jewes, and afterwards againſt 
the Chriſtians (while it was unconverted;) in Conſtar- 
tines timethe Empire turned to Chriſtianity,and in the 
very firſt age of the Empires Chriſizanity, came thedeſtru- 
Rion and diſſolution of it.

that Gods wrath maybe fo farkindled , that he will ac- 
cept of no atonement, but will inexorably proceed to 
deſolation.
